In the sentiments expressed in the
cable sent to Washington and that it
had the desired effect.
It was sent, however, those present
in the rooms of the Association had
little hope that the site would be In-
creased, but rather thought that tha
plans would be cut down so that o
sultable Lullding might be erected on
the land avallable.
